8. (Currently Amended) A us^ int^face for a handheld computer system, the 
handheld computer system comprising a display and a touch pad, the user interface comprising: 

means for receiving information at the touch pad and the displa v> the means for 
receiving a display in a graphical user interface to prompt a user to input text information: and 

means for activating and deactivating the means for receiving, wherein the means 
for receiving is reduced in size or removed from the display when deactivated and the means for 
activating and deactivating is not located on the display. 

9. (Currently Amended) The user interface means of claim 8 wherein the means for 
receiving is at least one of a graffiti handwriting recQ gnitio_n_iTipnt area» a pictorial representation
